dian border, and that it is working the 
mints from the Canadian sido with great 
success. 

Thoro have been general agencies for 
this cancer on the human family eetab- 
lishodjn fja.il and - circulars and let- 
Tare being sent into the United States 
under cover of plain envelopes, seeking 
agencies, and declaring that, so long as 
o correspondence between a citizen in 
the United States and an agent in Can- 
ada is conducted under a plain cover, 
that "it will be a physical impossibility 
for the postoffice authorities to learn the 
nature of the correspondence." as -'under 
the constitution of the United States 
there Is tho greatest privacy grunted in 
the mails to :te citizens," that "under no 
cirenmstancos is a Mttoflbt officer per- 
mitted to open a plain letter passing to 
or from a citizen of tho United States." 
And furthermore tho lottery Bfente as- 
sert that the Canadian stamp under the 
provisions of our postal arrangement* 
with the Dominion of Canada insures 
Jjrivooy in tho mails and prevents the 
possibility of ordinary i-oneapoudenco 
to or from Canada felling Into the 
clutches of the United States postal de- 
tectives. 

At the postoffice department tho offi- 
cials say that they see no way to got at 
thiu evil. Recently the chief of the 
Dominion pos'al inspectors visited Wash- 
ington, at the request of l'ostnmster 
Oeneral Wauainakor. when a consulta- 
tion was had with a view to suppressing 
this business, and prohibiting the use of 
the mails for illegitiniato transactions 
between citizens of Canada and the 
United States. But thore is no law in 
Canada to cure the evil, and it is likely 
to spread. However, tho special agents 
Of the postoffice department, operating 
along our northern boundary lines, have 
received special instructions to Bfiyt thi- 
matter the closest possible attention, 
and if any letters emanating from this 
country relating to tho lottery business 
are found In the mails to doteot and ar- 
rest the se nders.

Washington, Oct. B. — "I want no 
better evidence of uuusual prosperity 
throughout our country than the de- 
mands being made for domestic serv- 
ants," said an officer in the office of the 
superintendent of immigration. "It 
moans two things- That a larger number 
of families are employing servants, and 
that WOUet) are finding better employ- 
ment then iii the capacity of cooks, 
honseki Mien and all-round doneetioe, 1 
conld maJre a mint of money bv rinding 
employment for immigrant!) and import- 
ing them under contract if it was allow- 
able. We have a great many calls for 
domestics. Yes, servants aro paid good 
wages lrom the start. The sj o aatni 
German, Norwegian. Swi.ss and other 
women who cannot spank a word of 
our wngtblga, and who must of neces- 
sity be a great drawback till they can he 
taught our language and ways, are paid 
$2 a week, at the lowtst, and aro given 
lodging and board. Then thoy range up- 
ward in wsge.s, some receiving ad high 
as $1 a day. Two dollars a week is tho 
lowest, however. W'-v, oven that is 
twice as much as they •.vebeen getting. 
It is not often that a domestic in Europe, 
anywhere, geta more than $1 a week, 
and she finds her own board and 
lodging. 

"This is all tho result of a general ele- 
vation of American women. Our poorer 
classes are getting in better circum- 
stances. They do not have to send their 
girls out to work. Instead, they aro sent 
to school. Then the mechanics and la- 
borers are doing well and marry our 
girls. Not half the proportion of Amer- 
ican girls now work out as used to be 
hired for housework. It is one of the 
beat signs of tho times. **

The Kmfgratlon Commission Uears About 
It Abroad. 

Berlin, Oct. B — Colonel John 8. 
Weber and Dr. Walter Kenistor, tho 
United States commissioners who are in- 
quiring into the emigration question in 
Europe, have left MM for iJi. .... i. in 
order to take part in tho conference of 
steamship company representatives 
which is to take place there. In an in- 
terview with Colonel Weber an^ Dr. 
Kemster thoeo two gentlemen said that 
for the past month or so they had been 
staying in Russia, and that they found 
that tno conditions affectiug emigra- 
tion thero were of such a grave 
and peculiar character that they did 
not feel warranted in speaking upon 
them except in the form of an official 
report which would be accompanied bv a 
corroborative evidence, without which 
thu etatements which they bad to make 
might be regarded as incredible. The 
commissioners have been personally 
hearing the views ..f people competent 
to oipeoes an opinion npon the subject, 
a:ul also examining certain districts 
in regard to crop prospects. 
They saw sufficient to prove to them 
that the cold weather and rain hud ser- 
iously injured all tho crops, aud that 
a period of groat distress was certain. 
In tliis respect, they said, the newspaper 
reports on the circumstances did not ap- 
pear do be overdrawn. 

In other parti of Europe the commis- 
sioners found that immigration had only 
assumed normal proportions. The 
principal causes for desiring to emigrate 
are, besides the desire to better thoir 
condition, tho chief burdons complained 
of in many parts of Europe, namely, 
compulsory military service, excessive 
taxation, low wages and information as 
to tho superior condition of the United 
States, derived almost entirely from 
relatives aud friends who hove already 
emigrated.
